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INTRODUCTION 


Mr.  Azeez  Khayat,  well  known  to  art  lovers  and  collectors  both  in 
this  country  and  abroad,  as  an  expert  and  an  acknowledged  authority 
on  Egyptian,  Greek  and  Roman  antiquities,  is  offering  the  people  of 
Pennsylvania  for  the  first  time,  a notable  and  varied  collection  of  art 
treasures  of  ancient  kingdoms.

Egyptian  deities,  including  Osiris,  Horus,  Pasht  represented  with  the 
body  of  a goddess  and  the  head  of  a lion,  Ptah,  and  the  various  other 
important  gods,  also  an  elaborate  assortment  of  ushabtiu  figurines  of 
wonderful  blue  colors,  some  of  them  engraved  or  painted  with  hiero- 
glyphics from  the  book  of  the  dead.

Other  necklaces  in  this  fine  group  are  made  up  of  ancient  semi-precious 
stone  beads,  agate,  carnelian,  amethyst,  crystal,  root  of  emerald,  etc., 
also  iridescent  glass,  and  amber.  They  are  restrung  on  strong  cord 
and  are  wearable.  They  rival  in  beauty  anything  in  the  beads  of  our 
modern  time,  and  look  even  finer  than  jewels.  Perhaps  the  most  curious 
and  interesting  objects  among  the  other  bijouterie  are  the  ancient  scarabs, 
mounted  exactly  after  the  ancient  designs  so  as  to  pivot  using  the  under- 
side cartouch  as  a seal,  and  other  rings  which  are  still  in  their  original 
ancient  gold  settings  just  as  they  were  worn  in  ancient  times. 


The  collection  is  also  rich  in  various  other  interesting  objects  for 
collectors,  Museums,  and  schools,  being  not  only  rare  and  beautiful, 
but  of  great  archeological  and  educational  merit.

This  was  also  the 
kind  of  coin  shown  to  Christ  when  He  mentioned  “Render  what 
is  Caesar’s  to  Caesar  and  what  is  God’s  to  God.”  Very  interest- 
ing and  exceedingly  rare.  Date  about  the  time  of  Christ. 

104.  TWO  SILVER  TETRS 

One  an  ancient  coin  of  Alexander  the  3rd  the  Great;  the  other  an 
ancient  coin  Ptolemy  King  of  Egypt;  good  state  of  preservation. 

105.  TWO  SILVER  TETRS 

One  of  them  an  ancient  coin  of  Athens,  the  other  an  ancient  coin 
of  Alexander  the  3rd  the  Great;  in  good  state  of  preservation. 

106.  HEBREW  “WIDOW  MITE ” COINS 

Four  in  number,  dating  of  the  time  of  Christ,  made  of  bronze. 
This  kind  of  coin  is  known  as  the  “widow  mite”  because  it  was 
a coin  exactly  like  these  contributed  by  the  widow  in  the  temple 
at  that  time,  very  interesting  and  rare,  found  near  Hebrew,  Pales- 
tine.
